LONDON, Jan. 9.—The meeting last even- 
ing of the. meat and cattle section of the 
London Chamber of Commerce in Memorial 
Hall has served to bring out a storm of 
jealous abuse in regard to American meat 


_ and American business methods. 


_ The Daily Telegraph states that American 

beef kings, after having ruined British hus- 
bandry, now coolly propose to take an ad- 
ditional million from British traders and 
consumers. This statement is repeated on 
all sides. 

In an interview with Chairman Cooper 
of the cattle section of the London Chamber 
of Commerce, he is quoted as saying: ‘“‘If it 
were merely a question of no abatement 
there is no doubt that the retailers could 


have accepted the situation. But it is 
viewed by many as marking the beginning 


of a series of other encroachments of trade. 
The Americans go so far as to say that not 
only shall the salesmen be deprived of the 
pound and a quarter allowance in every 
quarter of meat hitherto allowed in order 
to compensate for the loss by shrinkage in 
transit and in cutting up, but he must not 
make such allowance td his customers. 


This is only the first step towards obtaining 
control of the market and when it suits 
their fancy to corner trade.,”’ 
_ The reason Americans havé obtained such 
a hold on the English market is that they 
have sent meat to England perfectly re- 
ardless of the prices at which it was sold. 
This would create a demand, but fn so do- 
ing they have practically forced their meat 
upon the market and, what is more, they 
have forced English meat clean out pf the 
market. 
One prominent dealer said: “‘There are 
ly two sources of meat supply available 
r the London market, excluding, of course, 
e frozen stuff. Qne is Ame ca and the 
other is Scotland. England itself is not in 
it at all The American importers have 
their principal centers at Liverpool and at 
Depford, near London, where their stock 
is anded and slaughtered. What they are 
aiming at undoubtedly is to drive everyone 
out of the trade if they can possibly do so 
in order to create a m ly.. They regu- 
late not only the whebeante. but the retail 
prices in America. At one time they fairly 
cornered trade in New Yor To overcome 
this the Legislature was ‘esumpeniad to in- 
troduce a bill to the effect that all meat 
7 in New York State must be killed 


 eeterdves to the cost of meat, it was said 
that the American has not to pay nearly so 
much for the ca e of meat as the En- 
glishman. It costs less to bring a ton of 
beef from New York to London than it does 
to bring the same quantity from Aberdeen 
to London. The native producer is not 
placed on anything like fair footing and the 
American capitalists are realizing this and 
are making every effort to control all the 
En lish markets.

LIFE-SAVING FENDERS. 


The outcome of the taudable effort of 
the Baltimore authorities to compel the 
street railway companies to previde 
fenders for all electric and cable cars is 
of great interest and importance to the 
people of other cities. 

Under an ordinance passed by the Bal- 
timore Council last October the compa- 
nies are punishable by a fine of $5 a day 
for each car not provided with a fender. 
The time allowed the companies for com- 
pliance with the law has expired and less 
than half of the cars in use are provided 
with fenders. Warrants have been is- 
sued for officials of offending companies, 
and the contest will probably go to the 
courts. 

There can be no doubt of the sound- 
ness of the principle upon which this law 
is based. If street railways cannot be 
compelled to provide reasonable safe- 
guards for the protection of life and limb, 
there are no public rights which they are 
bound to respect. The experiment of 


rapid transit in cities has demonstrated 


the necessity for fenders, crossing guards 
and other precautions, and street rail- 
way companies can and should be forced 
to provide them. ? 

It is important to note the statement 
that the fenders placed upon less than 
half the cars of Baltimore have saved 
eleven lives. With the proof of their 
efficacy it is criminal on the part of 
municipal authorities to permit the 
slaughter of citizens to continue in order 
to save corporations a little ee in 
providing fenders.

NEW SCHOOL BOARD. 


Bills Introduced to Change the Number 
of Members. 

Memebers of the School Board are discuss- 
ing the bills introduced in the Legislature 
providing for a change in the system of 
government for the public schools of St. 
Louis. Mr. Selden P; Spencer, one of the St. 
Louis delegation, has presented a bill which 
provides for a school board of nine mem- 
bers, elected at large, and for the payment 
of salaries to the President and other re- 
sponsible officers. At present there are 
twenty-one members in, the board. Four- 
teen are elected from districts of two wards 
each, and seven are elected at large—that 
is, by the citizens of the entire city. They 
do not draw a salary for their services. 
Senator Lancaster has introduced in -the 
upper House of the General Assembly a 
bill which provides that the President of 
the board shall be elected by the citizens; 
that he shall devote all his time to the du- 
ties of his office and receive $5,000 a year for 
his services. Under the present system the 
School Board chooses its own President, 
who is supposed to be handicapped in his 
committee appointments by pre-election 
promises or combinations. 

Mr. James Y. Player, Secretary of the 
board, who has been in the service of the 

ublie schools for many years and has an 

ntimate knowledge of the machinery, ‘said 
of the measures: “Bills for a change in 
the system of goverfiment of the schools of 
this city are introduced at edch session of 
the Legislature, and are staple articles in 


I believe that the 
Board of Education’*as now constituted is 
the best system yet devised. If there were 
only nine directors and they elected at 
large the business of the schools would not 
receive the careful attention now given it 
by twenty-one members. The fourteen dis- 
trict members have an intimate knowledge 
of the schools in the two wards which each 
of them represents, because they are resi- 
dents of and very likely property owners in 
their districts. As to the proposition to 
have the President of the board chosen by 
the people, as is the President of the City 
Council, I will say that President Brockman 
favors that plan.”’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Democratic 
leaders of the Senate are very much at 
sea over the tion. of amendments to 
the tariff, which they had hofed to ac- 
complish by “means of riders on the ur- 
gent deficiency apprepriation bill, They 
have very generally come to the conclu- 
sion that the Republicans have decided 
not to be persuaded into allowing \these 
amendments to go through, and they know 
now, as they knew in the beginning that 
it would be futile to attempt to pass them 
in the face of any determined opposition. 

They have not, however, given up the 
idea of making an effort to find a means 
of proving, eWen though the result may be 
nothing more than a demonstration, that 
the Republicans are to blame for the fail- 
ure to secure the desired corrections. They 
have apparently abandoned the idea of 
amending the appropriation bill by tariff 
provisions and are now considering the 
advisability of introducing independent 
measures. If this course is adopted, it will 
be that the independent bills shall be first 
introduced in the House because of the 
constitutional requirements that bills shall 
originate in that body, and it {s under- 
stood that Chairman. Wilson will soon be 
asked to introduce four or five corrective 
bills there, u 
show a di tion to relént. 

These bills would repeal the clause of the 
sugar duty, imposing an additional tax 
of 1-10 of a cent on sugar imported from 
countries paying an éxport bounty; repeal 
the free alcohol provision and modify the 
income tax provision regarding returns of 
émployes, and also in regard to salaries 
of public officials. 

It is not known what position Mr. Wil- 
gon will take in case this proposition is 
made to him. 


PRIVATE PENSION BILLS. 


The House Doing Much More Work 
Than Formerly in This Connection. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—A marked 
change» in the attitud® of the “House of 
last session toward private pension bills 
has been manifested in the sittings this 
month. During’the last term special Fri- 
day night sittings were held for the con- 
sideration of this class of legislation, but 
so far as results were concerned they were 


liy fruitless. There was never a 
uorum in the House on Friday night. 
The impossibility of passing bills was soon 
made apparent, so that the sittings became 
mere formalities, at which members made 
sport with the rules and tied the House 
into "parliamentary knots, to the manifest 
amusement of the galleries. 

Pension legislation has been taken up in 
a different spirit this winter. Two Friday 
night sittings have been held and, by means 
of a new system, thirty bills have been re- 
ported from committees of the whole of 
the House. At the first sitting sixteen bills 
were reported to the House and fifteen have 
been passed. The second sitting reported 
fourteen bills. 

This pregress has been made possible by 
the adoption of a new plan somewhat 
reciprocal in its features. he roll of mem- 
bers is called and each member present at 
the call of his name is permitted to bring 
up one bill, in which he is interested, which 
is voted upon after the House has listened 
to his explanation of its merits and dis- 
cussed it if there is any desire to do so.

Nir ka, 
where they proposed to locate. age 
City Laraway secured work in eo coal 
mines, Fg Krusen and his team were idle 
most of the time, he and his family being 
dependent largely on the wages earned by 
Laraway for their living. 

These conditions created some disagree- 
ments among, the party, and they finally 
started for the Southwest. ¥nening through 
Newton, where they called on old friends, 
they arrived at Wichita, when more sérious 
disagreements caused Krusen to take his 
little boy and continue his journey, while 
his wife, with her child and a young babe, 
started north, intending to stop at Newton 
until she could hear from her father at the 
South Dakota home. She was accompanied 
as far as Newton by Laraway, who had se- 
cured ateam and wagon. While there they 
one day discovered the young Krusen boy, 

who had started south with his father. 

This created some surprise, but the child 
could give no intelligent acount of why 
he left his father or where Krusen had 
gone. 
When Laraway and io woman with her 
children left Wichita they journeyed 
through the west part of Butler County, 
thence directly north to Newton. Not long 
after they passed through that region a dog 
belonging to a party of movers was found 
digging into a fresh mound of earth near 
by the road and soon aregnec out of the 
dirt the hand and forearm of a mah. Search 
revealed. the — decomposed body of a 
man ina very shallow grave. 

The excited citizens began a thorough ex- 
amination, assisted by an energetic Coro- 
ner. They soon heard of,the quarrel and 
the separation of the Krusens and the mys- 
terious discovery of the little boy in New- 
ton. The result was the arrest of Laraway 
and Krusen’s wife, who were held for the 
murder of Krusen. At the trial the woman 
Was acquitted, but Laraway was con- 
victed of murder in the first degree, 
which means a death sentence, and when 
the Governor fails to order the execution 
the convict is sent to prison for life. The 
woman testified that the body was not 
that of Krusen, and Laraway told the same 
story. Witnesses from Osage City and 
Newton testified that the body could not be 
that of Krusen. 

However, under ingtructions from the 
court, the jury found a verdict as above in- 
dicated, and Laraway began his life sen- 
tence in the Lansing prison on Christmas, 

1885, nine years ago. 

fforts have never ceased to learn the 
whereabouts of Krusén. His wife returned 
to her father in South Dakota, and the man 
under a life sentetice gave way to despair. 
But the father of the woman and other 
friends never ceased their efforts to solve 
the mystery. The Krusen boy accom- 
panied his stepmother to South Dakota, 
where he was educated, and is now a most 
successful young business man. He has 
never believed that his father was not alive, 
and has given all aid that he could in solv- 
ing the mystery. Not long since a stranger 
reached the town where young Krusen was 
in business and made quiet inquiries abouut 
him, as to history and where he came 
from. After a brief disappearance the 
stranger again. appeared and the family 
made an effort to discover his identity. 
A third visit a few weeks ago enabled the 
former Mrs. Krusen to get a good view of 
the stranger, when she exclaimed: ‘‘That 
is Oscar Krusen.” It was discovered that 
he lived in an adjoining town and went by 
the name of Charlies Krusen. 

There has always been a strong doubt in 
the minds of the people in Butler County as 
to the identity of the badly decomposed body 
found by the -— in the temporary grave at 
thé roadside everal of the jurors and the 
Prosecuting ‘Attorney have asked the Board 
of Pardons to make a thorough investiga- 
tion to discover if there has not been a 
great wrong committed in the energetic 
haste to convict some one of murdering 
the man found by the roadside. The 
board is now waiting for the presentation 
of the full testimony recently discovered in 
South Dakota, when they will release Lara- 
way from what now appears to bean unjust 
afd uninvited sentence administered on 
circumstantial evidence.

They are decidedly more primitive 
in their ways than any other Indians, hav- 
ing scarcely any arts worth mentioning. In 
fact, they have not yet advanced as far as 
the ‘stone age. The only stone implement 
in common use among them is a rude ham- 
- sad pen Bg — Prosdgege - they employ 
or bea ng clay to make a fragile and pe- 
culiar’ kind of pottery. When one of the 
saunas wishes to make meal .of mesquite 
s, she has no utensil for the purpose. 
She lene about until she finds a rock with 
an upper surface, conveniently hollow, and 
on this she places the 8, pounding 
them with an ordinary stone. 
“The Seris live on the Island of Tiburon, 
in the Gulf of Colifornia. They also claim 
5,000 square miles of the mainland in Sonora. 
Their dwellings are the rudest imaginable. 
A chance rock commonly serves for one 
wall of the habitation; stones are piled up 
50 as to make a small enclosure, and the 
shell of a single great turtle does for a roof. 
The house is always open on one side and 
is not intended as a shelter from storms, 
but chiefly to keep off the sun. The men 
and women wear a single garment ‘like a 
petticoat made of pelican skin; the chil- 
dren are naked. Not far from Tiburon, 
which is about thirty miles long by fifteen 
miles wide, there is a smaller island where 
pelicans roost in vast numbers. The Seris 
go at night and with sticks knock over as 
many of the birds as they require. 
“These Indians are fond of carrion. It 
makes no difference ‘to them whether a 
horse has died a natural death.a week or a 
month ago, they devour the flesh greedily. 
The feet of the animal they boil until those 
parts are tender enough to bite. The Seris 
are among the very dirtiest of savages. 
Their habits in all respects are filthy. They 
seem to have almost no amusements, 
though the children play with very rude 
dolls. Before the whites came they used 
pieces of shell for cutting instruments. I 
ought not to forget to say that they are 
accustomed to catch deer by running and 
surrounding ‘the animals. No traditions 
worth mentioning appear to exist among 
them. The most interesting ornament I 
saw worn by any of them was a necklace 
of human hair adorned with the rattles of 
rattlesnakes.’”’

third filled. Give us the business and we 
will find it to advantage to reduce the rates 
and will gladly do so.”’ 

“If our trains were filled we would be 
very willing to make a 2%-cent rate. As it 
is, the accommodation trains are accom- 
modation trains in fact, and are run for the 


e accommodation of the people, as scarcely 


any of them pay expenses. The rate in 
New York is even lower than that fixed 
by Dr. Tubbs, but they have the people 
there and enough travel to make business 
pay at low rates.” 

General Passenger Agent H. C. Town- 
send of the Missouri .Pacific and Col. 
Barker of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad, were inclined to agree with Col. 
Crane, but said they had not given the 
matter any consideration and were not pre- 
pared to discuss it. 

The Burlington submitted some inter- 
esting figures to the Legislature some time 
ago, when a similar measure was proposed. 
D. O. Ives and Howard Elliot of the Bur- 
lington are both out of the city and thei 
opinions could not be obtained. 


THE SCHOOL AGE. 


A Legislative Proposition to Amend the 
State Constitution. 


The report from Jefferson City that the 
Republican majority in the Lower House 
of the State Legislature favors the sub- 
mission to the people of a constitutional 
amendment for the reduction of the school 
age from 6 to 5 years has attracted much 
attention from the school authorities in St. 
Louis. Supt. Long, talking on the subject, 
said: “I would be glad if the school age 
was lowered. The introduction of the kin- 
dergarten as a factor in the education of 
the young has opened the schools to thou- 
sands of children who are too young to 
enter the primary grades. The kinder- 


garten keeps them out of mischief and 
trains their minds for study. In fact, its 
merits are countless and need not be enum- 
erated. It is sufficient for the purpose to 
say that the kindergarten warrants~ and 


-ealls for a change in the age at which chil- 


dren may enter the schools. There is no 
doubt that there are many children in the 
schools of St. Louis, at least, in the kin- 
dergarten departments, who are under 6 
years, but their parents fill out a blank 
form stating the date of the children’s 
birth and giving their age. If they make 
false statements we cannot go behind the 

rtificate of the parents. Many years ago 
the Supreme Court decided in the case of 
Roach against the public schools of St. 
Louis that children under 6 years could 
not be admitted to the schools. We con- 
tended that the constitution was mandatory 
in stating that education shall be given 
to persons between 6 and 20 years, but that 
it did not prohibit us from educating chil- 
Gren under 6 years. The Supreme Court 
held that when the constitution was man- 
datory it was also prohibitory.” 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 


Some of the Changes ‘State Legislators 
Wish to Make. 


Since the adoption of the Constitution of 
1875 there has been scarcely a General As- 
sembly in which someone did not introduce 


a resolution or bill providing for radical 
amendments and in most cases the complete 
reconstruction of that instrument by a con- 
stitutional convention. During the last few 
ears this demand has recurred with unfail- 
ng regularity and it has been as regularly 
o by the conservative majority. The 
fferson City dspatches told yesterday that 
this assembly was already on record-as no 
n to the rule. Whether the injection

That letter was the means of 
drawing thousands of letters to Kaneville, 
which the tmaster was obliged to receive 
and to deliver to Miss Brown—and all this 
|for 2 cents, It is not to be wondered at if 
he complains. He has informed Mr.: John- 
ston, too, that Miss Brown and her friends 
are anxious to stop the further ex jon of 
the chain, but they are helpless he first 
letter sent out that ss Brown has 
been a cripple for six years and wanted 
1,000,000 stamps, which was the fee which 
a medical concern asked as a preliminary to 
her cure. The person addressed was asked 
to send ten canceled roryr to Miss Brown 
and to mail a copy of the letter to-three of 
his friends... He numbered each of these 
three letters 2, asked his friends to number 
theirs 3 and requested each of them to mail 
ten canceled stamps to Miss Brown d to 
direct copies of the letter to three of their 
friends. Letter No. 1 reached one person, 
No. 2reached three persons, No. 3 nine per- 
-sons, No. 4 twenty-seven persons, No. 

eighty-one persons, No. 6 %3 persons, etc. 
Each recipient was asked to return his let- 
ter to Miss Brown if he or she did not wish 
to contribute or to be a part of the chain. 
This precaution was taken in order to pre- 
vent a break in the continuity. That the 
chain grew at a marvelous rate is apparent. 
Letters bearing on the subject have been 
received by the Post-Dispatch from differ- 
ent parts of the country and some suspect- 
ing persons confided their fears of fraud to 
the post-office inspectors. The calculators 
and problem solvers took up the subject and 
by figuring out the progression they dis- 
covered that if the chain had enty un- 
broken links  1,549,681,956 pe Ss were 
reached by the letter. This number is larger 
than the estimated population of the globe. 
Moreover, each person in each link sent at 
least ten canceled stamps:to Miss Brown, 
and the postmaster at Kageville informed 
Inspector Johnston that many contributors 
sent 100 and more, instead of ten. It is easy 
to be seen that the calculations as to the 
number of canceled stamps which Miss 
Brown might have received carry the math- 
ematician into the land of infinity. Post- 
office Inspector Johnston received a copy of 
the letter, which was numbered 45. One of 
the calculators, who received letter No. 25, 
has given this as the result of his figuring: 

“There were written and mailed to her 
430,101,312,720 letters. Including the stamps 
on the envelopes, she received 4,731,114, 439, 
canceled stamps. If all the copies made of 
the letter were sent by mail, as well as 
those sent to Miss Brown, it cost in money 
$17,204,052,608.80 to get them to her. Finally, 
it took one man, working ten hours a day, 
during six days of the week, 160,000 years to 
count the stamps. Believing that there are 
not people enough on the earth to have re- 
ceived all these letters, nor have ever been 
manufactured as many stamps as she has 
received, I have concluded to keep my let- 
ter 160,001 years, till the others are counted 
and disposed of.’’ 

A manufacturer at Akron, O., writing to 
a business associate at Shelbyville, Ill., said 
of Miss Brown and her scheme: “‘Kaneville 
seems to be an isolated spot of 300 inhabi- 
tants, without railway connection. I think 
it is a Democratic scheme to obtain a sub- 
sidy from the Government to defray the ex- 
pense of cartage, and it seems that if the 
scheme is carried out all the teams in IIli- 
nois will be n ed to carry Miss Brown’s 
mail.”’ This man is evidently afraid of a 
star-route fraud on an enormous: scale. 
Kaneville has not the benefit of railway 
mafl service and therefore it has a star- 
route or wagon mail service. Post-office 
Inspector Johnston sees nothing in the 
scheme which causes him to suspect fraud 
of any sort.

GREENE’S GRIP. 


He Expressed It and Had Lots of 
Trouble. 


J. T. Greene, a stonecutter residing at 
1031 Madison street, Quincy, Il, has writ- 
ten the Post-Dispatch a long letter detail- 
ing his grievances against the Adams Ex- 
press Co. . 

In it he says that he left home in search 
of work on Dec. 8 and went direct to Han- 
nibal, Mo., where he thought he could get 
a job on the erection of a church, but 
unfortunately the work had mn completed 
when he arrived there.
